Mr 
Deatou succeeded in potting l(!uve ti > n 
port it back from the committee on 
common lohools, and to the sorpriso uf 
the oonsenratiTe elemeut it was with au 
amendment proTldiag that the whool 
books purchased shall nut coat to excofd 
75 per cent of the wholosiilo list piii e 
instead of 70 p«r cent a.s piuviiliHl in the 
bill when it passed the senate. A mo 
tion to reject the amendment was lost 
and then the bill was defeated by vote 
of 33 to 81. UnleM this action is recon 
Bidered the itate will be left at the 
mercy of the Khoolbook concerns in 
that there will be no law restricting tho 
price to be paid tor booln. 

The Ploemer biU, making Satoxday 
■ftanoon » half holiday, paMed the 
hooMwith an amendment providing 
that oomnMroial paper muy be protested 
np to noon onSatoidaj. This amend 
ment will be cononrred in by the senate 
and the mearae will be a law.

In the senato Mr. Fluermer's Oindn- 
nati waterworks biUs were taken np for 
coniideration as a special order. The 
first bill, giying the hoard of adminis 
tration ox Oinoinnatl authority to pro 
vide for a sinking fond for the better 
ment of water rents, was passed. Then 
came the big bill to bnild the new water 
works, and after a long discnssiou, wu:" 
passed, after being amended so that the 
people will have a vote on the question 
and depriving the commissioners of the 
power to sell out the present water 
works. The vote by the people amend- 
ment carried 19 to 1^. The amendment 
provides for a popular vote after the 
commission has been appointed.

Columbus, O., April 17.— At tho 
session of the national mine workers u 
resolntion was introdooed recommend 
ing the nomination of Bngene Debs for 
president by the Populist nattonnl con- 
vention at St. Louis iu Joly, bnt wad 
withdrawn after a lengthy debato for 
the foUowiugi 

'That we reeommend to the wage 
earners of the coontiy the advisability 
of nominating a representotive wage 
earner or a well known friend of the 
wealtii'pvodnoers for the presidency of 
the United States to be held next No- 
vember." 

A resolution complimenting Secre- 
tary McBryde for his long and^raloable 
services to the organisation was adopted. 

A resolntion condemning the Mew 
York and Cleveland Coal company for 
not keeping its pledge with tho miners, 
and one thanking Governor Altgeld for 
pardoning J. 0. Grieraud other miners, 
were adopicd.

ycstenlay afternoon nnd iinanitnously 
elected the slated candidates.

Gar- 
rett A. Hobart, John Kean, Jr., and 
State Ohalrmaa FhmkUa Murphy, as 
dolegatHH at large to the St. Louis con- 
vention, with Congressman H. C. Lou- 
denslagor, C. E. Breckinridge, Barker 
Cummero and Charles A. Reed as alter- 
nates. 

The delegates were not instructed re- 
garding tho presidential nomination, 
but the platform contained a strong rec- 
ommendation uf Garrett A. Hobart iis 
an available man for the vice presi- 
dency. Some friends of Mr. Hobart, 
led by Congressman McEwan, endeav- 
ored to seotire the adoption of a specific 
endorsement of McKinley, bat the lead- 
ers regarded such hampering of Uie del- 
egates as impolitio, and the proposition 
was mled oat of order. 

The principal interest in the platform 
centered in the money plank, and, as 
expected, the oonTention adopted a res- 
olntion dedaring for the gold standard 
and against the free coinage of sUver. 

The friends of Mr. Hobart declare 
that his candidivry for vice president 
will be vigorously pushed. They recog- 
nize, however, that if an eastern man 
heads the tickot, his chances are weak- 
ened and it was for this rea.sim that 
some of his friends endeavored to secure 
tlM SBdonemant of MoKinlqr.

Elkixs, W. Va., April 17.— The Re- 
publican county ct)nveiitioii of Handolpii 
county, tho home of Senator .Stephen 
B. Elkins, yesterday adopted a strong

Cincinnati and was free, caused a groat 
deal of comment here. Since the be- 
ginning of the celebrated case there has 
been much feeling in (treencastle 
against Wood, which cau.sed tho young 
man to huirledly leave the city two 
months ago, when he visited his home 
so shortly after the tragedy. 

Just what ell'ect this new develoj)- 
meut in the ca.se will have is creating 
considerable interest hero, ami there 
are numy (jueries afloat as to whetlier 
or not there will bo anything done 
toward indicting Wood under the In- 
diana statutes.

— A 
telegram hasjus^ been received here 
from Nagarota, where President Zelaya 
now is, which says that a messenger 
fr(jni the rebels is now on his way to 
this city be;u-ing a message from the 
leaders of the revolt to the United 
States minister, Lewis Bakor. It is 
supposed here that they want Mr. Baker 
to intervene and arrange a peace be- 
tween the contestants. 

The only terms that President Zelaya 
has, up to this time, been willing to 
consider, nro uncoiniitional surrender 
on tlie part of the arined forces and glV' 
ing up for trial of the leaders. 

The i)rot,'ress of events recently has 
Ix'cn ste.uliU' against the rebel caus<'. 
The govei'iiuient troops iiavi- entei( il 
upon their tlelaj'cd co-oj)evution witli 
tlieir lloiiduran allies, and for some 
days past the two forces by a coiiibiiied 
movement have slowly but surely been 
suiTouiiding the rebels at .Motonibo la 
Pa/, t 'liiiiaiidega, and other points. 
The ;:overnilieilt I'Oliipleted the circle 
w hen they took Ceiba .\lo< ha. 

C' lba .Mocha was attacked yesterday 
by tlie rebels, but they were repulsed 

with a heavy loss. 

(ieiieral Paiz. of the government 
forces, has taken Los Linias from the 
rebels, several hundred of them being 

killed. 

President Zelaya is himself at Nag- 
arute directing the campaign of the guv- 
enunent forces.

OoBgroMMaa Bvoawoll Hao m aohonio to 

Ohook Ovorprodaetlon. 

Washixoton, April 17.— The W'il.son 
tariff act provides that tho tax on dis- 
tilled spirits must bo paid within eight 
y«'ars from the date of their original 
entry for deposit in any bonded ware- 
houses. In the house yesterday Mr. 
Bromwell of Ohio, introduced a resolu- 
tion suspending S(j much of the law as 
makes tiie bomlcd period eight years, as 
to all whiskii s put in bontl after July 1, 
18!»o and up to July 1. isits, and requir- 
ing tho distiller to pay the tax on tliose 
spirits within 12 mouths from the date 
of the original entry. 

Mr. Bromwell, iu explaining his ac- 
tion in presenting thi> resolution says 
that as a result of the long bonded 
period under the Wilson law there has 
beeu an immense overproduction of 
whisky for siieculative purpoi-ses. He 
thinks there is now suificient whisky in 
the county to supply all legitimate de- 
mauds for five years and if within the 
next two years distillers are required to 
pay the tax on snirite within li months 
utter entry such action will tend to 
check farther ov(>rproduction.

Kansas City, April 17.— In tho cell 
of William Taylor, the Meeks family 
murderer, brought here from CorroU- 
ton to prevent a lynchinp. Marshal 
Keslilcr yesterday found a sti'el saw, 
eight inches loii;r and iialf an inch wiiU'. 
It was conce.ile,! in an dhl satchel 
brought from Carrollton by Taylor. 
With the tool Taylor woidd have been 
able to saw his way out within half an 
hour could he have worked uninter- 
ruptedly for that length of time. 

After making this discovery, Mar- 
shal Keshler ordered twodejuity mar- 
shals to watch tho murderer's cell d.iy 
and uiglit, and refused to allow hini to 
to see any one but his lawvers. Tliuu- 
sands hav* been visiting the mnnlerer 
daily. 

BERINQ 8IA ARBITRAT ION TRtATY.

Wasbinoton, April 17.— To give ef- 
fect to the Bering sea arbitration ti-eaty, 
ai)proved by the senate Wednesday, it 
only remains for the British govern- 
ment to as.sent to tho immaterial amend- 
ments adopted at the snggestioa of the 
senate committee. 

It is believed Sir Julian Paunceft)tc, 
tho British ambassador, will be author- 
ized by his government to act upon 
them at ouoe in Washington and that 
exchange of ratiflcattons will follow 
quicklv.

The wliiti^ suiiiliei- and 
stole, wliich are always worn durin? 
tile Cithulic baptismal service, had Keen 
bron}_'ht to the prison wrajiju'd in a 
sniiill package. These weie doiuied by 
Father Uailey. who tlieu jinM i i ded to 
rereive from Holmes tlie confession of 
fuitli, which is re(|uired of tlio>.> who 
enter the ( ';ithulii ciiurch. 

Tlie coiideniiiecl man went throu^'h 
the ceremony slowly ami sol"inidy, atid 
with every evidence of (.inceiity. Hi> 
respon.ses were made iu a tii'iii voice, 
and his eyes seklolu wandered from 
Fathi^r Dailey 's face. 

Then followed the bai)tism, as is often 
done in the cases of pi-rsotis recei\i>d 
into the Catholic churr'h who have b -en 
bajitized in tlie Protestant faitli. tl ;\ 
baptism was made conditional. Holmes 
M-as unable to fully satisfy Fatlier 
Dailey that he had really been baptized 
into the Congregational church, of 
which he claims to have been a nuMu- 
ber since childhood. Had Fatiier 
Dailey been sme that Holmes had been 
so baptized the socoiid ceremony would 
not have been performed, the first being 
recognized. 

Wiien Father Dailey placed the stole 
upon the condi'iuned man's head tho 
latter stood erect and rigid, evidently 
impn ssed by the sacred nature of the 
act. With solemuitv ringing in every 
tone of his voice ne pronounced the 
words of the baptismal ntes and sprink- 
led the typifying water upon Holmes. 
Tho ceremony then was over and the 
man, who has but a little over three 
wiH^ks to live, had become a member of 
the church, one of whose faithful repre- 
sentatives had been his doical source 
of comfort and consolation since the 
words of his death warrant had fell up- 
on his ears. 

Une phase of Holmes' reception into 
the Catholic church is of peculiar in- 
terest. Catholics have impressed upon 
them from tho moment they are re- 
ceived into the church the fact that no 
one who dies by his or her own hand 
can outer the Kingdom of Heaven. No 
suicide is now buried in c(jiisecnited 
ground. Holmes having embraced the 
Catholic faith so short a time before.- 
the date set for his execution, has evi- 
dently" decided to wait for tho gallows 
rather than attempt solf-destmotiou, if 
he ever contemplated it. 

ROENTGEN RAY AS TT* REMEDY. 

Diphtheria uiid Typhuld Are Altnulutely 
Kllleil by It* Application. 

CmcAoo, April 17.— Professor H. P. 

Pratt and Professor Hugh Wightman 
annonnro to the world that diphtheria 
and typhoid lUV absolutely killed by the 
Roentgen ray. This statement is made 
without reserve. Tho decision was 
reached yesterday evening iu the labor- 
atory, when the last of the germs which 
bad boon exposed to the rays failed to 
show signs of life under the glass— the 
deadly baccili remaining idle and inac- 
tive iu the midst of the bt^st and most 
tempting imitation of human tissne. 

Professor Wightman prepared four 
new colonies of epidemic breeders. 
They were labeled as cholera. tuLer- 
culo.-is, hog cholera ami diphtheria. 
They w ere locatetl in tubes lilled witli 
nutriment. Professor Pratt turned the 
current into the great cell, and tlie ray, 
wlilcli is believed to be the great solu- 
tion of infectious and contagious dis- 
ea.ses, was thrown into the K'oups of 
bacilli. All thf faults of the hist trial 
were eliminated. Tlie magic agency 
was allowed to work (>'^ liiinntes. 

A ( l it leal and elaborate examination 
showed a great chemical ilninge. it 
was evident that the forci' had u< ted 
ujion the artili<'ial tissue. It is cxju cted 
that free oxygen was made and an acid 
creali d, e.\aetly as would take iilucein 
tile hituiaii bixly. This acid either kills 
the germs or puts them to sleep. They 
will now be transi)lanted. The two 
jihysieians are risking tlieir i)rofessioiial 
repiit.iiiMU by tiie jiiopliecy that not one 
of the four groui>s will ever be able to 
recover. Thej- are certain of the effect 
on the diphtheria — coiilideut concerning 
the other three. There can possibly be 
1 failure on the score of machinery or 
appliances, and they have already 
proven the con-ectness of their theoty.

Wasiiin(;t.)\, April 1 7.— Senator Cal- 
loiii h.is practically received assurances 
from the senate committee on com- 
nierei', which has the river and hiu'bor 
bill under consideration, that the com 
mittee will change tho provisions of tho 
bill in regard to the Hennepin canal, so 
as to make immediately available a 
larj-'cr ainount tliaii tlie bill now car- 
ries. Tins IS e>iieeially <lesired m se- 
l ining n^lii of way, and .Mr. I'ullom 
hopes to get .isjo.uoo or $',o,W'J for tills 
pui pi ise. 

'i lie commitiee will also amend tha 
bill so as to pel iiiit the letting of con- 
tracts for any jiart of the canal, the 
houst! provision being of such a nature 
that it is considered doubtful whether n 
contract could be let for le.ss than tha 
entire canal. Senator CuUom has also 
made an etl'iirt to .secure an iiicreasu of 
tho amount made immediately available 
for tho improvement of tho Chicago 
river under cne continuing contract, but 
has found the committee indis]>o.sed to 
yield on (his ix^t. The house bill ap 
propriates |60,000 under this head.

Ati..\nta, April 17.— News of the ar- 
rest and incarceration by the Spanish 
officials of Rev. A. J. Dios, the Ameri- 
can citizen and snperintondent of mis- 
sions of the Southern Baptist conven- 
tion in Cuba, was received here in a 
telegram from Havana to Dr. I. T. 
Tichenor, the corresponding secretary 
of the home mission board of the South- 
em Baptist convention. No particulars 
arc given, bnt it is presumed that the 
arrest is on aooonnt of Dr. Diaz's well 
known proinsnrgcnt proelivitie.-, though 
it is not believed hero that ho has been 
guilty of any overt act that should haTO 
subjected him to imprisonment. 

Dr. Diaz is a great favorito among 
Southern Baptists, and it is probable 
that a concerted movement will be be- 
n among them to secure his release, 
e is a native of Cuba and it is said hod 
to flee from the island during the for- 
mer insurrection on account of his al- 
leged connection with the rebels, he 
escaping from a pursuing party of Span- 
ish soldiers by swimming out from the 
shore to a passing vessel. He went to 
New York, and subsequently entered 
tho Baptist ministry. After the war he 
returned to Cuba to undertake the work 
of proselyting his own people. Ho has 
been morkodL^ successful and lias built 
up a largo following in Havana, where 
he presides over tho finest Protestant 
chuirh ou the island. 

Weyler'a Aooonnt. 

Havana, April 17.— The Havana po- 
lice have detained the Protestant bishop, 
Alberto Jesus Diaz, who had received a 
call, and hi.s brotlnn-, Alfredo Victori- 
ano Dia/.. These two gentlemen are 
naturalized Americans. Tho police re- 
port that they found iu their possesston 
uertaiu insurgent documents. 

The police have also captured 81 tire- 
arms and numerous cartri^es which 
had been secreted, and have imprisoned 
tha storekeeper iu whose posse ss to n 
they were found.

The converter was ou the fourth-story 
of the building in which about 100 men 
w'i>ro at work. There was tremendous 
exoitcmout aud many thrilling escapes 
occurred. Tho explosion was plainly 
heard iu all parts of the city. The 
search is beiug continued and it is 
feared others may bo iu the building.
